At 
ext veral hospital, bathing tubs were distrib 
uted through nenrly all the roots. 

Neither of these gentlemen are ablo to give 
apy information of the military rituation of 
Richmond, further than that the rebols are en- 
comped In the vicioity of the city, aud sudging 
from the wamber of roldiers in the city, they 
think they must be in large force. 

Dye qucationof a succcseor to the Presiden 
tial ebalr ocoupicd by Jefferron Davis, is belag 
sgitnted thronghout the South, and the general 
belief is that Alexander IH. Stephens will be 
agreed vpov. The feeble etato of Mr. Davis? 
Dealth is uecd as an argument agaiost him. In 
the event, however, of a permancut restoration, 
itis the intention of the rebel government to 
make him s Lieut. General. 

‘A Leavenworth paper ssya it las informa 
tion to the effect that one hundred slaves leave 
Mirsourl every day for Kansas, At this rate, 
ehould this rebellion hold on for a year or 49, it 
Will necd no emancipation proclamation to 
make Missouri a free State. In fact, her ‘man- 
ifeat destiny” is already clearly foreshadowed. 

It is stated, upon good authority, that the 
Confederste sgents in Europe have purchased 
another large ecrew steamer, which has taken a. 
cargo of woolen goods, for the use of the rebels, 
ond Js tow on her way to this country. The 
euceces of the Bermuda in renuing the blockade 
at Savannah will, no doubt, encourage many 
eim)lar enterprisee, 

‘A gentleman recently from Riebmond r, 
porte thatthree hundred pounds weight of agate 
type hed just arrived from the North, and pass- 
cd as stercotype plates from n Methodist) book 
coucern. John H. Lester, a native of Conuco- 
ticut, aud recently a citizen of Brooklyn, one 
Sloat, and other Northerners, were engaged al- 
terirg 600 murketea week, and mauufacturing 
sewing-machincs. A number of infernal ma- 
cbives hed been placed on the James River.—

A citizen of Clark County, Virginia, who
